birds, when feeding on grass-hoppers, 
are unsurpassed 
for tenderness 
and 


flavor. 
The older birds, as with all 
the other feathered 
tribes, are not so 
tender as the young. 
When feeding 
exclusively 
on 
sage 
their 
flesh 
is 
strongly impregnated 
with the flavor 


of shrub, somewhat unpleasantly 
so. 
One is"reminded of the taste of par- 
tridge meat when that bird has been 
feeding on resinous 
buds in the au- 


tumn. 


The 
grouse,' though 
not a 
high- 
flyer and not so agile on the" wing as 
his eastern cousin, possesses 
great leg 
power. 
He is active and speedy as a 
runner, rather quick to take fright and 
Is an expert in losing himself among 
the brush. 
It should not be under- 


stood that these birds do not rise from 
cover. 
They often do. Hunters 
seek 


so to frighten the birds that they will 
rise. Itis not difficult shooting then. 
The grouse of the desert 
has that 


general 
grouse 
trait ,the 
"whirr". 
When he rises itis said that he whirrs 
londer than the eastern grouse. 
When 
thoroughly roused to his task he is a 
pretty strong flyer and can go a mile 
at a stretch, alternately 
sailing 
and 
flapping. 


Though the general color effect 
of 
the grouse is gray yet it has markings 
of whiteand black. Alarge Mack patch 
underneath 
the bird's body is a feat- 
ure of the desert 
grouse.

It has the dust-green 
color of 


sage, smells like sage, tastes like sage, 
and animals 
that feed on its leaves 
and yellow flowers flavor their flesh 
with sage. 
Well, wherever this plant 


grows the desert grouse may be found 
The grouse feeds and fattens on sage. 
There is nothing he likes better. 
He 


must have it. Let the sage be de- 
stroyed and the bird moves on. 
The 


desert 
grouse is the largest grouse 
of 


the western world and it is exceeded 
in size only by the great grouse 
of 
Europe—the - capercailzie. 
It is very 


superior in size and strength 
to the 


common prairie hen or the pinnated 
grouse, 
usually 
weighing 
twice or 


thrice as much as that bird. It will 
measure 
two,or three feet from tip of 
wing to tip. 
Living in a gray land, 


nature 
has 
provided for the protec- 


tion of the bird by making it also 
gray. Itis curious now nature looks 
after its creatures 
by making their 


color,' as a'rule, harmonize 
with the 


landscape. 
In grouse-land 
tnere Is a 
great 
deal of alkali hi the soil"and 


over that grows the gray-green shrub- 
bery.

For Cracked Hands. 


To start at . the foundation : 
The 


constitution 
of California 
provides 


that the laws granting licenses to sell 
liquor shall be for the purpose 
of 


regulation. 
This provision 
was 
up- 


held by the 
supreme 
court 
of 
the 


United States. 
The 
state 
has 
the 


power toprohibit the sale of liquor 
altogether in any part thereof. 
This 


provision 
was 
also 
upheld 
by 
the 


highest court. 


The constitution 
provides that all 


licenses to sell liquor must be issued 
under authority of the 
state law, as- 


itis a part of the police system of the 
State, and the power to grant such a 
license ceases 
when in conflict witha 


state law. 
There 
are five supreme 


court decisions 
upholding 
this pro- 


vision.—Echo. 


We find the above 
in an article 


published in our valley 
cotemporary 


last week, 
taking exception 
to our 


article of the 
weeK before on the 


license situation in lone. 
We have 


a right to assume that when an editor 
undertakes

from memory or 
from 


street gossip 
more likely. The con- 


fused ideas of one suffering 
from a 


first class jag, are not in it with the 
editor's mix-up of constitutional and 
statute 
law and 
state 
and federal 
.deoisions. 
The constitution is silent 


on liquor licenses. 


There is a good deal of hollowness 


about all this continual howl about 
the liquor 
business 
in lone. 
The 


Ledger 
is no defender 
of the liquor 


trafficas auch. 
Its baneful influence 


upon society is admitted and 
deplor- 


ed. 
We do 
not agree 
with those, 


however, who imagine that ifthis evil 
weie 
banished, 
by 
the 
arbitrary 


methods of prohibition -the mlllenial 
era would immediately be inaugurat- 
ed. 
The 
vicious 
propensities 
of 


human 
nature, 
which aie 
at 
the 


bottom of the liquorhabit, wouldstill 
remain in fullforce 
and effect, 
and 


dammed up in one direction 
would 


doubtless 
find vent in another. 
The 


mere removal 
of temptation is not 


the ultima 
thule of reformation. 
A 


moral 
weakling 
on 
earth, 
even 


through 
translated 
to 
the 
third 


heaven, 
would be a weakling still. 


The sole fact that the 
weak 
spot in 


his charater 
were 
concealed 
from 


view by the moral strength 
surround- 


ing him would not work aradical cuie 
at once. 
Only by the slow process of 


education— the taking away the desire 
to indulge in evil ways—can men 
be 


reformed. 
The reform school of lone 


is an example of this. 
The mere tact 


that they are kept from the indulg- 
ence of bad habits as much 
as 
poss- 


ible is not the final goal aimed at. 
- It is by tho process 
of education 
ex- 


tending over a period 
of years, 
and 


placing 
them incontact 
with robust 


characters, 
that 
the state 
hopes 
to 


wean them from ways that are bad. 


The truth is, notwithstanding 
all 


that has been 
said, the law referred 
to is unpopular, and its enforcement 
as urged on legal grounds, 
that lone 


is withinthe two miles limitof the 
Preston school, is a subterfuge. 
What 


difference does itmake to the inmates 
of the school whether a saloon is one 
mileor ten miles fromthe institution. 
They cannot frequent 
the saloon 
to 


be contaminated in either case, that 
is ifthey are under proper discipline,' 
as we presume 
they are. 
But the 


anti-saloon 
element 
urge 
the strict 


compliance 
with 
this law 
hoping 


thereby to rid the town of the saloons 
established. 
They are in a minority 


as the election last fall indicated. 
But why 
not take the responsibility, 


and make complaint, 
and have 
the 


courts decide the matter. 
The local 


peace officers and justice 
court have 


fullpowers in the premises.

county officers toinitiateproceedings. 
Ifa vag shows up in lone there isno 
appeal to the county seat to prosecute 
him.

Why should

It is. this phase 
of 


inconsistency 
and evident 
disinclin- 


ation to assume the responsibility 
of 


trying to enforce the two-mile limit 
law that trips the 
understanding 
of 


the average citizens.

did not see either of tbe old folks, 
but tbe bed was disarranged, 
showing 


that they had 
occupied it, and had 


evidently endeavored to escape. 
They 


took out the bedding, and as the bed 
was vacant they concluded 
the occup- 


ants had made good their escape. 


Cbas Savage noticed the fire about 


twenty minutes after ten o'clock, and 
ran to the scene. 
He found the bed- 


room door 
opened 
and 
the kitchen 


door locked. 
He knew tbe inmates 


were there when the tire started, 
as 


they rarely went away from borne, and 
never at such a late hour. 


The 
bodies 
were found 
where the 


kitchen, stood, and tbe posture of the 
victims told a pititul tale 
of heroic 


devotion and struggle 
for life. Mrs 


Williams was in stooping 
position on 


her hands and knoes. 
Her husband 


was stooping 
over her. 
Evidently,

pet of the old pair -shared in the 
sad fate- Its remains lay close beside 
the two human bodies. 
Mrs Williams 


had her corset on when she fell to her 
death. 
Some think that perhaps they 


had not yet retired when they 
dis- 


covered the tire. 
On the -other hand 


itmay be that she attempted to put 
on some clothing when aroused 
to a 


realization of danger. 
Tbe rings that 


she wore were found near 
where the 


bedstead stood. 
She was in tbe habit 


of taking them from her hands on re- 
tiring for the night, and John Mitc- 
hell her son-in-law, picked them from 
the debris the following day. 


One of the most terrible calamities 


that ever happened 
in the county 


ocourred at Amador City on Christ- 
mas eve. 
Henry Williams, 
aged 
80 


and bis 
vvite [Elizabeth, 76,

them. 
The night was a bitter cold 


one, and probably tbe old couple bad 
piled on the yuletide 
logs a little 


more liberally than usual, and there- 
by brought on their own destruction. 
Neighbors passing the place early in 
the evening 
say 
they detected 
the 


odor of smoke and 
smoldering 
tim- 


bers. 
One person is reported to have 


heard a woman's voice crying for help, 
to put out the lire. 
These 
circum- 


stances 
are recalled 
now 
when the 


dreadtul 
facts 
are 
known. 
They 


passed unnoticed 
at the 
time, in tbe 


noise and bustle of Christmas 
rejoic- 


ing. 
Shortly after ten a luridglare 


attracted attention to the vicinity of

Williams home. 
It was found 


to be in flames. 
The sleeping room 


was visited by those 
first at the fire, 


and the bed being empty, it was con- 
cluded tnat the pair had either escap- 
ed or were away from home.

and the life 


blood of the occupants, 
that they were 


away at Jackson 
spending 
Christmas 


with their married 
daughter.

the home was reduced 
to ashes 
this 


was the theory entertained, until Mr. 
Hambly, on his wayhome 
about halt 


an hour after tbe 
fire had

work, discovered the charred 
bodies 


of the
